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DUMBA WILL GET 
NO SAFE CONDUCT 
TILL AUSTRIA ACTS 


United States Will Not 
Move in Matter Until Vi- 
enna Replies to Request for 
Recall of Ambassador. 


DR. DUMBA ANNOUNCES 
HIS RECALL “ON LEAVE” 


And Asks Safe Conduct. 
Washington, However, 
Wants Word From Vien- 
na—Wilson Is Considering 
Von Papen’s Reference to 
“Idiotic Yankees.” 


Washington, September 22.—The 
American government will make no ef- 
fort to secure safe conduct from the 
United States for Dr. Constantin Dum- 
ba, Austro-Hungarian ambassador here, 
until the Vienna government has re- 
plied to the request that the ambassa- 
dor be recalled. 

This was stated on high official au- 
thority tonight. 

Dr. Dumba telegraphed Assistant 
Secretary Phillips, of the state depart- 
ment, from Lenox, Mass., today, giv- 
ing notice that his government had 
recalled him on leave and asking that 
the American government arrange for 
his safe conduct to Vienna. He added 
that he planned to sail September 28. 
The message was addressed to Mr. 
Phillips without official title, the am- 
bassador apparently treating his offi- 
cial status as ending. 

Word Wanted From Austria. 

Acting Secretary Polk conferred with 
President Wilson tonight on the Dum- 
ba incident and other § international 
questions, Later it became known that 
the United States would await for- 
mal word from the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign office before acting on Dr. 
Dumba’'s request. 

Whether the American government 
will be satisfied if Vienna carries out 
Dr. Dumba’'s request and gives notice 
that he is to be withdrawn ‘on leave” 
was not disclosed tonight and will not 
be finally determined until it is seen 
what form the Austro-Hungarian re- 
ply takes. As dispatches from Vienna 
lave indicated that the government 
there already has chosen a temporary 
successor to Dr. Dumba it is taken for 
granted here that no attempt will be 
made to send the latter back here what- 
ever may be the manner of his gvuing. 

The delay in receiving a reply to tne 
note is believed by officials 
to be due to difficulty in communica- 
tion between Washington and Vienna. 
Several messages received recently 
from Ambassador Penfield have been 
nearly a week in reaching Washington. 


Case of Von Papen. 


The president was still considering 
tonight what action, if any, to take in 
regard to Captain Franz von Papen, 
(7c¢rman military attache here; Aiex- 
under Nuber von Pereked, Austro- 
liungarian consul-general in New York, 
and other Austro-Hungarian and Ger- 
man officials involved in the Dumba in- 
cident. Photographic copies of more 
ot the letters taken from James F. J. 
Archibald in London will be awaited 
betore final action will be taken. 

A letter in German written by Cap- 
tain von Papen in which occurred a 
phrase which has been translated 
“these idiotic Yankees,” was referred 
to translators at the state department 
today to determine the exact meaning 
of the German words. 

Most of the Archibald letters already 
received here were sent to the depart- 
ment of justice by the state depart- 
inent. They will be examined by As- 
sistant Attorney General Warren to 
determine whether action can be taken 
against Archibald and others not hav- 
ing diplomatic status involved in the 
case. 

Sale of War Material. 


in addition to correspondence al- 
ready published, the department today 
divulged a translation of a letter ad- 
dressed to the “Royal Ministry of 
War, Berlin,” by Von Papen, datéd 
New York, August 20, regarding prob- 
able sale of war materials to the Dutch 
and Norwegian governments. The 
translation was as follows: 

“Recently news has come in 
from various sources that the Dutch 
and Norwegian governments are buy- 
ing war material, such as powder, 
toluol, etc, 

“IT respectfully beg the royal minis- 
try of war to be good enough to let 
me know whether there would be any 
objection to a sale of war material by 
us to the countries mentioned, in the 
event of the governments or their rep- 
resentatives here guaranteeing that no 
further sale of the goods shall take 
place. 

“On the Norwegian government I 
could probably unload a large portion 
of the Lehigh Coke company’s toluol, 
which is lying here useless in stor- 
age.”

SUCCESS CLAIMED 
FOR THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, September 22.—(Via Lon- 
September 23.)—Today’s general 
headquarters statement reads: 

“Northwest of Friedrichstadt, in the 
course of the occupation of the village 
of Strygg, in the region of Birshalen, 
we captured many prisoners and arms. 
Desperate engagements are incessant 
in the action west of Dvinsk, in many 
places at close quarters with the bayo- 
net. 

“In some sectors of this front the 
enemy artillery is developing gusts of 
fire.

Allies Developing New Plan 
of Campaign in West—Ev- 
ery Foot of Ground Is 
Searched by Artillery. 


Paris, September 22.—General Jof- 
fres, Sir John French and King Albert 
of Belgium are developing a new plan 
of campaign that involves the almost 
continuous use of artillery on a vast 
scale along the whole line. 

The allies are methodically maintain- 
ing their shell fire for days at a time 
without infantry attacks, dropping pro- 
jectiles upon the charred front 
every fifty-vyard square. and repeating 
the process—a deadly, automatic, un- 
ceasing pounding. The heavy calibred

The appeal upon which the supreme 
court yesterday reversed Judge Fite 
reveals many interesting and hereto- 
fore unsuspected sidelights upon the 


temperamental character of citizens of 
Murray county. The entire case, in 
fact, seems to have turned upon an 
“artistic temperament,” which would 
have turned Enrico Caruso and Geral- 
dine Farrar green with envy. 

The petition for injunction was filed 
in Murray county court by Representa- 
tive Beck, of Eton, which town was 
about to walk away as the new county 
Site when Secretary of State Phil Cook 
threw the votes out because Eton had 
not had herself mentioned in the call 
for the county site election,

The commissioners in their answer 
claimed that the house had been de- 
signed and located with an eye pecu-

kissing hills beyond, and to turn it 
around, as the petition demanded, 
would be to place all these things in 
the backyard of the courthouse, so to 
speak. 

Judge Fite granted the infunction, 
with the provision that the commis- 
sioners would not be enjoined if they 
would build the house in accordance 
with paragraph 8 of the petition, 


quoted above. 
The Commisstoners Appealed. 

Justice IXvans, in his opinion for the 
supreme court, reversed Judge lite 
and said that “people differ largely in 
their tastes and their conception of 
the beautiful,” and “it surely cannot 
be said that it is an abuse of discre- 
tion that the complaining taxpayers 
differed with the county commissioners 
and the architects upon a purely aes- 
thetic preference.” 

It seemed to the high court also that 


'a@ quarter of mile from the L. and N. 
‘Tailroad is sufficient distance to keep 
the noise of passing trains from inter- 
fering with ‘the court, and that the 
Simple expedient of blinds or awnings 
will remove any discomfort which 
might be suffered from the rays of 
the sun. 

The headnote of the supreme court’s 
opinion reads: 

“In the administration of county

ed by law with a broad discretion, and 


the revising power of a judge or tne
